This build-
ing was commenced as far back
as the year 1218, and was only
finished 1n 1888, 1ts towers had
only progressed a hittle above the
main building, and * were sur-
rounded with scaffolding, and
surmouuted with great derricks,
and the sight was not very at
tractive, but now since they are
completed, 1t is almost impossi-
ble mn a letter like this to de-
scribe 1t8 beauty,
